For many years the ra- 
ference in their geogrighiag to an istand,- or 
poniosala, near the coast of Chinn called Sill, 
was bolioved to apply to Japan, but it is now 
clear that Koroa is tho country meant, ~ The 
name of Japan among the Arabs wag Wakwak, 
or Wokwok, at least this is the most reoont oon- 
clusion of soholara, An ancient Arab saya that 
he converged with a mun who hnd visited the 
ielands for trade, and who reported that thero 
wag a dumerous population, the people resembling 
the Tarks, OF all God’s orontares, the travellar 
said, thoy ara the most intelligent and the 
most adroit in all ' concerning induétry and 
manual labour, ‘Industry, prospors evory- 
whore, For the rest, the people are Kean, 
sunning, and even deooitfal in their commeraial 
dosliag. The name WAkwik or Wokwok is said 
to ba'am Arab corruption of tho nome given by 
tho Japanose at Canton to their own country, viz; 
Wakoku. Some of the Arab Reographorssay that 
Japan is go rich in gold that the ohsins end 
collars of dogs and monkeys are wads af this 
metal, Gold was exported in bars aud ag dust; 
andone writor asserts that iron was’ more valu 
able than gold,‘nnd that the Jwpanose nsed 
the formor. as other nations vad gold and 
silver. ‘The production of Japan which appears 
to have astonished the Arab writer most, at 
woll it might, ‘was a trea producing a frait 
which resembled a woman hanging by the hale, 
Professor de Gooje takes some six or seven pages 
to discuss thie. marvellous trait. --What appears 
glear from this papor is that whon' wo in Boe. 
land wore still yaverned by Offa, and Budort, 
and.
